LANDAFF SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


We have a strong and dedicated staff at Blue School. Claire Cochrane continues with us 
as head teacher, building administrator, and the art and music specialist. Caitlin Macon is 
the Special Educator and co-teacher with an emphasis on technology. Pat Davis has been 
serving as a one on one inclusionary assistant. Other support staff is Susan Picknell as 
librarian, Chris Ness is teaching both Physical Education and Health, Denise Cartwright 
is the school nurse, and Jennifer Cartwright is the guidance counselor. French (funded by 
a grant) continues as part of the curriculum this year with Janet Chickering. We continue 
to avail services for speech and language, occupational therapy, and a school 
psychologist from SAU 35. We are in total compliance with the State of New 
Hampshire’s regulations for school approval. Blue School third graders have met AYP 
(Annual Yearly Progress) as required by No Child Left Behind. The pedagogy at Blue 
School is working with the new Common Core National Standards in preparation for the 
National Common Core Assessment in 2015. 


As a Board, we work hard to ensure that spending is kept to a minimum with a 
continuous eye toward a safe and attractive learning environment, meeting state standards 
for school approval, and simply doing what is best for the children of Landaff. Most 
budget areas have seen slight decreases or have been budgeted flat to the prior year. 
The budget is proposed at a decrease of approximately ($103,000.00) or (12.4%). 
This is largely due to decreased tuition to Lisbon based on the number of students 
attending school. We have two students transferring from 3" grade to 4" grade in 
the fall of 2014 with six graduating from high school this June. Our anticipated 
beginning balance (surplus) is $50,000. As always, the wildcard is the number of 
students that move in/out of town requiring tuition payments to Lisbon and special 
education requirements. Expenses continue to be scrutinized at both the SAU level and 
the Blue School level. 


We replaced the floor and carpeting in the back half of the white building. New window 
blinds were donated and installed in the windows in the back of the white building. 
These improvements have made the white building a safe, inviting space for educational 
programming in addition to an attractive, well used library. 


We qualified for the “Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Grant” this year. The positive results 
experienced from this program over the last two years have continued. Marilyn Booth is 
coordinating the purchase and delivery of fresh fruit and vegetables twice a week to the 
Blue School. 


The board is vigilant in tracking the progress of our students as they go on to Lisbon from 
Blue School. Congratulatory letters are sent to the students from Landaff that have 
achieved the Honor Roll List. We meet with the Lisbon School Board twice a year to 
review programming. Mrs. Cochrane also meets with the receiving teachers at Lisbon to 
ensure that Blue School students are well-prepared to take on the rigors of fourth grade.

We would like to extend a thank you to the volunteers who have been helping with the 
needs of the Blue School including copying, maintenance, musical performance support, 
and mentoring investigations projects; a true community school. We are always looking 
for new volunteers and support so contact us if you are interested. There are many 
opportunities and we can match your desire to a volunteer activity. 


The Landaff School Board believes that the children at the Blue School are getting an 
excellent and well-rounded education; a solid foundation for the students’ continued 
success as proven by the numbers of students on the Honor, High Honor and Principal’s 
List at Lisbon. The Blue School staff, SAU 35 office, parents and community members 
all share important roles in the continued success of Landaff students.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I am pleased to be writing my first annual report as the Superintendent of Schools in SAU 
35. I would like to thank Paul MacMillan, our previous Superintendent who served SAU 
35 for four years. Mr. MacMillan did a great job providing leadership as the SAU 
transitioned to a Supervisory Unit without the departed Littleton School District. He left 
the school district in terrific shape, with strong instructional programs and strong teachers 
and Principals in each building. 


It is important for me to recognize a very special individual who is retiring from SAU 35 
this year. Sandra Stone has worked in our business office for over forty years. She began 
her career at SAU 35 in 1973 as a bookkeeper. She soon added to this role taking on 
various accounting duties ultimately becoming the Administrative Assistant in the 
Business Department. Her dedication to accuracy and honesty earned her the nickname 
“Dragon Lady” throughout the SAU. Her assistance and devotion to her duties was noted 
by many superintendents and business administrators during her lengthy career. Sandra 
has been employed in the capacity of Business Manager since 2008. Sandra will be truly 
missed and we all wish her the best in her retirement. 


The teachers and administrators are working to implement the new Common Core State 
Standards (CCSS). These curriculum standards were written by education and business 
leaders from across the country and approved by each state. They were written to 
strengthen and improve our schools to better prepare our students for college and the 
workforce. Currently nearly 40% of our graduates nationally are not prepared for college 
and require high school remedial classes prior to entering their desired field of study in 
college. The CCSS were developed to increase rigor, depth of knowledge and relevance 
as we strive to better prepare our students for the challenges that face them as they enter 
the global workplace. The CCSS addresses new curriculum standards for Math and 
Language Arts only. The CCSS introduces new literacy standards in all of the other 
subjects taught (Social Studies, Science etc.) The CCSS requires that reading and writing 
standards are met in all of the other subjects including Language Arts. The CCSS does 
not change the content standards for the Social Studies, Science etc. These courses will 
continue to follow New Hampshire’s College and Career readiness standards as they 
always have. 


The administrators met during the summer to analyze the districts strengths and 
weaknesses. Using information from the analysis the administrators developed goals for 
the 2013-14 school year. Our goals for this year are to 1) improve communication, 
cooperation and collaboration throughout the SAU, 2) to complete course competencies 
for all courses in the SAU for the spring of 2015, 3) to complete the new teacher 
evaluation plan by June 2014, which will include 20% of the evaluation being based on 
student growth, 4) to implement the new professional development plan during the 2013- 
2014 school year.

These goals give our administrators and teachers a focus as we move forward to improve 
student learning. By improving communication, cooperation and collaboration we can 
work together, sharing knowledge and resources to improve curriculum, teaching 
strategies and develop course competencies. Course competencies will be required by 
the New Hampshire Department of Education in 2014. Course competencies are 
statements which define what our students can do with the information they learned 
during the course. The development of course competencies will lead to the future 
implementation of competency based report cards. The development of an SAU wide 
teacher evaluation plan will include evaluating teachers with an emphasis on student 
achievement and academic growth. Teachers and administrators will set learning goals 
for students and teachers will be evaluated based on how their students meet these goals. 
Professional development activities will be developed to support the teachers as they 
strive to meet the learning goals. As you can see our schools will be undergoing many 
changes in the near future. The changes being made are designed to improve teaching 
and ultimately improve learning. What is most important to us are our students and 
providing them with an education that will prepare them for college, careers and the 
challenges they will face in the future. Thank you for supporting our schools, if you have 
any questions please call me at 444-3925.
